We may ba too fecblo to employ either of 


those familiar forms; but this prayer of 
Sti'phi:ii is so short, is so concise, U so earnest, 
is so comprehensive., wo surely will bo able 
to say that: "Lord Jesus, receive my spirit."

will bo lo diul This world is clover enough 
to us. IVrhaps it bos treated us a great deal 
better than wo deserved to bo treated; but if 
on the. dying pillow there shall break tho 
light uf that better world, v/o shall havo no 
nioro regret about leaving a small, dark, 
damp homo for ono largo, beautiful and ca- 
pacious. That dying minister iu Philadelphia, 
some years ago, beautifully depicted it when, 
in tho last moment, ho throw up bis hands 
and ci'ir*! out: 


"I ir.ovo into tho light!" 
Pass on now and I will show you 0:10 rjOre 


picture, and Unit is Stephen asleep. Wit.i a 
pathos and simplicity peculiar to the Scrip- 
tures, tho text says of Stephen: "He fell 
asleep."

w.-w to siecpi A hard rock under him, stones 
falling don-n upon him, the blood streaming, 
the .mob howling. Wlmt a plnco it was to 
sleep!''
